For  the  year  1946. 


The  area  of  the  district  in  statute  acres  is  161,312  (approxi- 
mately 4,700  of  which  are  covered  by  inland  water). 

POPULATION. 

For  1946  the  figure  given  for  the  resident  popuJation  of  the 
district  by  the  Registi’ar  Cleneral  is  18,200,  on  which  the  birth  and 
death  rates  and  the  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases  are  based. 

N.B. — Figures  relating  to  non-civilians  are  excluded. 

(The  figure  for  1945  was  17,780). 


PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE. 

In  the  Cockermouth  Rural  District,  which  is  included  in  the 
Mid-Cumberland  Guardians’  Area,  the  number  of  persons  in 
I'eceipt  of  outdoor  relief  was  328,  giving  a proportion  of  (appioxi- 
mately)  1 in  55  of  the  population.  (1945 — 494  persons,  and  1 in  .36 
of  population). 

Ten  persons  were  admitted  to  Public  .Assistance  Hospital 
from  this  distoact  during  'the  year,  giving  a propoi  tion  of  (approxi- 
mately) 1 in  1,820  of  the  jjopulation.  (1945 — 18  persons,  and 
1 in  988  of  population).

BIRTHS. 

Live  Births. — The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  in  and 
belonging  to  the  district  in  1946  was  350  (183  males  and  1(57 

females).  Of  these  *24  (11  males  and  13  females)  were  illegitimate. 
The  net  live  birth  rate  ds  accordingly  19.2  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion, cas  compared  with  16.2  for  the  previous  year.

■Still  births— 15  still  births  (all  legitimate)  were  also  regis- 
tered, giving  a'  stiil  birth  rate  of  0.S2  per  1,000  of  the  population 
as  compared  with  6 still  births  with  a rate  of  0.33  for  1946.  (The 
rale  for  all  England  and  Wales  was  0.53). 

The  still  birth  rate  per  1000  total  live  and  still  births  was 
52.0  as  coanpared  with  20.3  for  1945. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  (civilian,  only),  registered  as  belonging 
to  the  district  was  208  (99  males  and  109  females',  i.c.,  after  cor- 
recting for  non-residents  dying  within  the  district  and  for  those 
persons  whose  usual  residence  was  within  the  district  dying  outside 
the  district.  This  gives  a crude  death  rate  of  11.4  per  1,000  of  the 
population  as  compared  with  11.3  for  the  previous  year. 

The  adjustment  factor,  or  Areal  Comparability  Factor,  has  not 
been  provided  by  the  Registrar  Ceneral  for  1946,  so  the  adjusted 
death  rate  cannot  be  given.

INQUESTS,  UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND  VIOLENCE. 

In  respect  of  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  during  the  year 
there  were  16  inquests  (7  of  which  were  held  outside  the  district). 
Five  (JoroneUs  (Certificates  were  r.yjoivcd  of  cases  where  post- 
mortem examinations  had  been  made  but  no  inquest  held. 

Eight  deaths  were  uncertified  (1945 — 9).

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Generally  speaking,  with  few  exceptions,  this  district  is  well 
covered  with  iDublic  and  private  water  mains. 

Samples  of  watei'  from  four  sou<rces  were  taken  for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  analysis  with  results  as  follows  ; — 

Comb  Ghyll,  Borrowdale. — Sample  taken  at  proposed  source  of 
Rosthwaite  Area  water  supply  foi'  determination  of  plumibo-sol- 
vency.  The  report  states  that  the  plumbo-solvency  of  the  water  is 
practically  nil,  and  is  therefore  satisfactory  in  tfiis  respect. 

Bassenthwaite  Village  supply. — Sample  taken  at  tap  at  Post 
Office.  While  allowing  for  the  interval  between,  collection  and 
testing,  the  sample  was  not  wholly  satisfactory.  It  was  considered 
that  this  might  have  been  due  to  the  disturbance  when  cleaning 
out  the  reservoir  a little  while  before. 

Holme  Beck,  Lowesvvater. — Sample  taken  from  the  proposed 
source  of  the  iMockerkin  etc.  area  supply.  The  report  states 
that  after  treatment  this  should  be  a satisfactory  soui’ce- 

Littlethwaite  Fanm,  near  Lorton. — Sample  taken  from  a spring 
at  proposed  source  of  a private  water  supply  for  a farm.  The 
result  of  the  test  shows  that  this  is  a safe  and  pure  supply. 

The  population  supplied  from  public,  mains  direct  to  houses  is 
estimated  as  15,023;  houses  supplied  approximately  4,521.

SCAVENGING  AND  IlEMOVAL  OF  REFUSE. 

This  iinpoi’tanL  'oranch  of  ])ulic:  service  has  continued  to  engage 
the  attention  of  the  Council.  The  arrangenient  of  reanoval  by 
contract  has  continued  up  to  date  in  the  Parishes  set  out  beiow 
at  a total  cost  for  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1947,  of 
£2,131  15s  lid.  This  figure  includes  provision  and  upkeep  of  tips. 

The  nuinl)er  of  houses  covered  by  these  contracts  was  4,122,  the 
cost  per  house  being  I Os  4d  per  iniiuin,  or  approximately  2.\d 
per  week. 

PJaulage  and  labour  difficulties  were  again  experienced  resulting 
in  delay  in  collections  and  increased  total  costs. 

i With  a view  to  improving  this  service  a sub-commitiee  was  ap- 
pointed to  consider  the.  purchase  of  a motor  vehicle  and  removal 
by  dia’cct  Council  labour.  Although  the  woi-.k  of  this  committee 
has  not  yet  concluded,  at  the  time  of  writing  larogress  has  been 
made  and  a motoi'  vehicle  (,‘Karrier  3-ton  Refuse  Colloctoi-)  already 
pill  chased. 

A .'system  of  house  refuse  removel  by  private  contract'  is  still 
arranged  by  householders  in  Bassenthwaite  village.

The  inclusive  sunmiary  of  work  done  by  tire  Sanitary  Inspectors, 
in  accordance  with  Article  19  of  the  Sanitary  Officers’  Order,  1926, 
will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report  (commencing  on  page 
30).  The  aanount  of  routine  work  carried  out  continued  to  be  large 
and,  of  course,  extra  duties  and  I'esponsibilities  consequent  upon 
and  as  an  aftermath  of  the  war  remained  as  before.

Mather.  I am,  also,  again  indebted  to  Mr.  Nelson,  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  for  'his  invaluable  assistance  in  compiling  my  annual 
report,  the  information  he  has  given  and  the  work  I know  he  has 
put  in  with  regard  to  housing  in  particular  is  worthy  of  mention.

HOLIDAY  CAMPING. 

Six  camping  Licences  were  issued  (3  for.  Camping  Sites  and  3 for 
Individual  Caravans). 


Experience  tends  to  prove  that  the  provisions  in  the  Public 
Health  Act  19:56,  arc  inadequate  for  the  satisfacto?y  administration 
of  this  hi’anch  of  i)iiblu'  health  duties. 
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RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919.  ' 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  in  common  with  other 
local  authorities  in  the  County,  the  Council  agreed  to  the  County 
Council  delegating  powers  to  them  to  adminster  the  above  Act 
for  the  duration  of  hostilities. 

The  present  arrangements  are  that  all  infestations  on  agricul- 
tural land  and  properties  are  dealt  with  by  the  “Pests  Officers” 
of  the  County  War  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  and  all 
others  by  the  Council's  Public  Health  Department. 

No  “Reservoir”  or  “Major”  infestations  have  been  observed 
and  all  other  infestations  dealt  with  by  poison  baits. 

The  duty  of  giving  advice  and  supplying  poison,  free  has  also 
been  continued  and  helpful  co-operation  has  been  received  from 
the  “Pests  Officers”  of  the  County  W.A.E.C. 

During  the  year  62  tins  of  rat  poison  with  instructions  have 
been  issued  for  use  by  occupiers  of  private  premises  with  satisfac- 
toi'y  results  while . the  Council’s  various  refuse  tips  and  sewage 
works  have  been  “dosed”  from  time  to  time  whenever  found 
necessary. 

Although  these  powders  and  duties  were  delegated  as  a war- 
time measure,  there  has  been  no  cancellation  up  to  date-

Housing  repair  work  has  again  been  a difficult  matter  owing  to 
shortage  of  building  labour  and  materials  and  priority  to  new 
houses.  The  restriction  to  essential  work  by  licence  has  been  help- 
ful, as  is  reflected  in  the  summary  where  it  is  shown  that  264 
houses  W'ere  repaired.  Altogether  482  licences  w'ere  issued  for 
repairs  and  other  w'ork,  exclusive  of  new  houses. 

This  duty  necessarily  adds  to  the  inspection  and  clerical  work  of 
the  Councirs  staff,  but  the  object  is  to  prevent  building  labour 
and  iinatei'iai  being  used  on  other  than  essential  work. 
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POST  WAR  H(.)US1NG  PROGRAMME. 

AND  PROGRESS. 

Perhaps  t'he  nio.sl;  pleasing  feature  of  the  Couneii’s  work  duiing 
the  yeai'  was  the  i>rogress  made  in  conneotion  with  the  erection  of 
new  houses.  In  spite  of  the  many  ditiiculties  and  shortage  of 
building  labour  and  materials,  the  first  post-war  new  houses  were 
Occupied  in  September,  1946,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  thirty 
wei'e  completed. 

Added  to  the  difficulties  came  one  of  the  most  severe  winters  in 
living  memory,  but  in  spite  of  that,  good  progress  has  since  been 
made  and,  it  is  considered  worth  while  stating  now,  by  the  end  of 
August,  1947,  one  hundred  new  houses  had  been  completed,  all  of 
the  traditional  permanent  type. 

Following  a recent  inspection  of  the  houses  by  the  Members  of 
the  Council,  the  Chairman  (Rev.  W.  Marsdon),  said,  “The  happi- 
ness and  contentment  found  amongst  the  occupants  of  the  ne\v 
houses,  is  a fitting  recompense  for  all  the  Council’s  efforts.” 

The  North  Eastern  Housing  Association,  who  undertook  the 
erection  of  houses  for  the  Council  has  cooperated  amicably  and 
given  every  satisfaction. 

Through  a special  scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Messrs 
Leslies  (Builders  and  Contractors),  offered  -to  erect  34  houses  on 
their  Calva  Estate  at  Seaton  for  rhe  Council.  This  offer  was 
accepted  -and  building  is  in  progress  at  the  time  of  writing. 

By  the  Council's  continued  interest  in  housing  work  it  is  obvious 
that  their  policy  remains  that  of  providing  new  and  better  housing 
conditions  in  their  area  wherever  they  are  needed  and  the  follow- 
ing shows  the  (irogramme  as  recently  amended : —

In  view’  of  recent  National  difficulties  and  shortages  some 
restrictions  oi-  delay  in  carrying  out  programmes  generally,  would 
appear  inevitable.  Novei;,theless  the  need  is  there  and  this  Rui'al 
Council  is  in  the  forefronl.  in  its  efforts  to  meet  this  great  National 
social  need  of  moi’e  and  bcttci’  housing'  accommodation  for  its 
people. 
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RURAL  HOUSING  SURVEY. 


MINISTRY  OF  HEALTH  CIRCULAR  64/44 


(H08H0USE  REPORT.) 


As  mentioned  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  the  Minister  of  Health 
reciuested  a post-war  survey'  of  Working  Class  dwelling  houses  in 
Riu-al  Districts  throughout  the  Country. 

i 

This  request  was  made  .after  the  Minister  had  received  a report 
on  Rural  Housing  prepared  by  a sub-committee  of  the  Central 
Housing  Advisoi'y  Committee  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Sir 
Arthur  Hobhouse. 

Among  other  things,  the  report  pointed  out  that  the  frequent 
' inferiority  of  rural,  and  particularly  agricultural  housing  should 
not  ibe  allowed  to  persist,  otherwise  young  people  would  be  tempt- 
ed to  seek  urban  employment  and  the  countryside  would  be  de- 
pnved  of  the  best  and  most  enterprising  of  its  .youth. 

The  Ministry  recognised  that  the  building  of  new  houses  and 
reocnditioning  of  existing  dwellings  on  a large  scale  could  not  be 
carried  out  until  nuoi  e building  labour  and  mateiials  were  available 
but  in  order  to  provide  a basis  for  a long  tei'in  programme  to  itn- 
prove  rural  housing  conditions,  a survey  and  classification  of 
houses  was  necessary. 

• 

As  will  be  appreciated,  a considerable  amount  of  work  and 
thought  is  involved  in  such  a survey,  but  as  the  survey  in  this 
district  has  been  completed  at  the  time  of  writing,  it  has  been 
deemed  advisable  to  include  the  Classification  Figures  for  the 
whole  district  in  this  Annual  Report  for  the  infonnation  of  the 
Ministry  , and  the  convenience  of  the  members  of  the  Council.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  were  598  registered  dairj'  premises  and  of  this  number 
the  occupiers  may  be  classified  as  follows : 472  producers  and 

wholesalers  of  milk,  73  producers  and  retailers,  6 retail  purveyors 
and  47  producers  and  stock-rearers.  ^ 

475  inspections  were  carried  out. 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  23  .■'egistered  dairy 

premises  were  improved,  including  the  provision  of  2 new  dairy 
cowsheds.  In  addition  19  milk  cooler  houses  were  provided. 
M'^hile  this  is  an  increase  on  last  year’s  figure,  a number  of  farms 
are  still  lacking  this  essential  factor  in  clean  milk  production. 

In  this  district  41  producers  held  licences  for  the  production  of 
milk  under  “Special  Designation”  as  follows : 

27  Tuberculin  Tested  and  14  Accredited. 

Last  year’s  figures  were  • 

16  Tuberculin  Tested  and  24  Accredited. 

This  shows  that  a number  of  producers  have  ‘stepped  up’  to  the 
higher  grade. 

The  Milk  Marketing  Board,  the  Express  Dairy  Co-,  and  the 
Nesitle  and  Anglo-Swiss  Condensed  Milk  Co.,  continue  to  collect  a 
considerable  quantity  of  milk  daily  from  this  district. 

This  Council  has  continued  to  co-operate  with  the  County 
Council  in  the  scheme  of  the  latter  for  general  milk-sampling, 
including  Designated,  School  and  Ungraded  Milk. 

The  Council’s  Sanitary  Officers  have  taken  in  this  year  a total 
of  224  samples,  of  which  71  (oi'  31.7  per  cent.)  were  unsatisfactory 
from  a cleanliness  standpoint.  This  is  an  improvement  on  the 
1945  figures.

Private  slaughter  houses  in  the  district  have  therefore  only 
been  used  as  meat  stores  and  for  making-up  purposes,  the  butchers 
i-eceiving  their  supplies  of  meat  from  Maryport  abattoir. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Maryport  Urban  District  Council 
assistance  continues  to  be  rendered,  as  and  when  required, 
in  the  work  of  meat  insp^ection  at  the  Maryport  Abattoir  by  the 
appropriate  oJhcials  of  this  (C.R.D.)  Council. 

In  addition  81  inspections  have  been  made  of  meat  stores  in 
the  district. 

A list  of  articles  of  food  condemned  will  be  seen  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors’  Report  on  Page  31.

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From  nobifications  received  it  is  deduced  that  1 in  every  364 
persons  in  this  district  contracted  a disease  notifiable  under  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act  (Chickenpox,  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough  excluded)  and  Tuberculosis  Regulations.  (In 
1945  the  figures  were  1 in  165. 

(Vide  Post  re  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough) 

There  were  3 notifications  of  Diphtheria  (see  Distribution 
Table,  page  27)  with  removal  to  hospital  in  each  instance,  with 
recovery;  two  were  in  Janj.tary  and  one  in  March;  all  three  were 
sporadic  having  no  connccliou  with  one  another.  None  had  been 
immunised  previously. 

The  Case  rate  of  Diphtheria  per  1,000  of  the  population  was 
therefore  .16  as  compared  with  -39  for  1945.  (The  corresponding 
rate  for  all  England  and  Wales  was  0.28). 

The  Diphtheria  death  rate' per  1,000  of  the  population  was  nil, 
the  same  as  for  1945.  The  I’ate  (1946)  for  England  and  Wales 
was  0.01. 

The  inununisation  campaign  against  Diphtheria  was  continued 
as  before  (still  entailing,  by  the  way,  a great  deal 
of  unseen  work)  most  of  the  actual  inoculations  again  being  given 
by  me  at  the  local  public  elementary  schools  and  at  Cockermouth 
School  Clinic  ; as  in  i^revious  years,  1 am  grateful,  again,  for  the 
co-operation  of  local  Medical  Practioners,  Head  Teachers,  the 
various  Disitrict  Nurses,  and  particularly  the  County  Health 
Visitor,  Miss  Lawson.  The  lattei-  retired  at  the  end  of  the  yea'’ 
and  I would  like  here  to  record  my  personal  appreciation  of  her 
help  at  all  times  and  the  assiduous  and  excellent  work  she  per- 
formed in  this  area. 

During  the  year  under  review  43  public  elementary  school 
children  5 to  14  years,  and  162  infants  under  5 years  were  given 
primary  injections  (two,  at  intevvals  of  a few  w'eeks)  by  me 
liersonally,  i.e.  officially.  276  children  received  a single  reinforcing 
dose  (these  are  children  who  received  two  pi’imary  doses,  4 to  5 
years  previously). 

I estimate  that  the  number  of  children  fully  immunised  is — 

(a)  65  per  cent,  of  the  child  jiopulation  under  five  j^ears  of  age. 

(b)  87  per  cent,  of  the  child  population  5 to  15  years. 

Regarding  Scarlet  kever  there  were  twenty-two  cases,  and 
they  were  mainly  mild  in  tyjie  (1915 — 69).  Vide  distribution  table, 
page  17  were  I’emoved  to  Hospital.  No  death  occurred,  so 
that  the  death  rate  from  Scarlet  Fever  woas  again  nil. 
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The  case  rate  of  Scarlet  Fever  per  1000  of  the  jxipulation  was 
therefore,  1.2  as  compared  with  3.8  for  1945.  (The  coi’responding 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  1.38,  and  death  rate  .00). 

There  were  no  cases  of  Typhoid  or  Para-typhoid  Fever 
notified. 

The  case  rate  and  death  rate  for  these  per  1000  population 
were  therefore  both  nil  (For  England  and  Wales  in  1946  the 
Typhoid  and  Para-typhoid  case  rates  hespeotively  were  .01,  and  .02 
whilst  the  combined  death  rate  of  these  two  fevers  was  0.00). 

Four  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified,  and  three  of  tliese 
recovered.  The  I'egisterd  deaths  from  this  disease  (all  forms) 
numbered  8. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis,  Acute 
Folo-myelitis,  and  Dysentery  (sonne). — No  notifications. 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum — One  case,  with  ensuing  recovery. 

One  notification  of  Puerperal  Pryexia  was  received.  (N.B. — 
This  term  includes  Puerperal  Fever). 

The  case  rate  for  Puerperal  Pyrexia  is  better  expressed  in 
relation  to  the  number  of  births  registered  rather  than  to  the 
population!-  When  calculated  on  this  basis  the  rate  was  2.7  per 
1,000  total  births  (i.e  live  and  still  births)  as  compared  with  nil 
in  1945.  The  corresponding  rate  for  all  England  and  Wales  was 
8.50. 

One  maternal  death  was  recorded,  so  that  the  Maternal 
^Mortality  (all  causes)  rate  was  therefore  2.7  per  1,000  total  dive 
and  still)  bi]-ths  as  compared  with  nil  in  1945. 

Tuberculosis. — Under  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations  13  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  '6  males  and  7 females)  and  3 of  Other 
Forms  of  Tuberculosis  (1  male  and  2 female))  were  notified.  This 
number  excludes  transfers  inward  from  H.M.  Foi’ces  and  else- 
where— viz.  4 males,  pulmonary  and  1 male  non-pulmonary.  Of 
those  notified  during  the  year  seven  pulmonary  cases  (4  males  and 
3 females)  were  admitted  to  Sanatorium,  and  2 non-pulmonary 
females  are  known  to  have  received  hospital  treatment,  whilst 
2 died  (I  male  pulmonary  and  1 female  non-pulmonary).  Among 
pi'cviously  notified  and  inward  tvansfer  cases,  (and  including  re- 
admittances)  9 cases  (7  ihales,  2 females,  pulmonary)  were  admiU 
ted  to  Sanatoiium.

Non-Notifiable  Acute  Infectious  Disease. — Influenza  was 
prevalent  chiefly  during  the  winter  months,  and  four  deaths  were 
attributed  to  this  disease,  one  each  to  Great  Broughton,  Great 
Clifton,  Seaton  and  Einbleton — equivalent  to  an  influenza  death 
rate  of  .21  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  coinipared  with  nil  in 
1945.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (1946)  was  0.15. 


Re  Measles  and  Whooping  .Cough  (which  became  notifiable  as 
from  1st  November,  1930. — According  to  notifications  received 
measles  affected  four  parishes  more  or  less,  Seaton  (5),  Embleton 
(1),  Dearham  (1)  and  Broughton  Moor  (8) — notifications  number- 
ing 15.  Notified  Whooping  Cough  cases  occurred  in  only  one  par- 
ish (Crosby),  there ’being  two  notifications. 

The  case  rates  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  (as  per  notifi 
(;ations  received)  were  respectively  .82  and  0.10  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  as  compared  with  3.92  and  2,28  for  all  England  and 
Wales. 
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No  deaith  occurred  from  either  Measles  or  Whoopiag  Cough 
(similar  to  the  previous  year),  the  death  rate  for  each  being  there- 
fore nil,  as  compared  with  0.00  and  0-02,  respectively  in  England 
and  Wales. 


Hospital  accommodation  as  provided  by  the  Wesit  Cumberland
